TOWN FORESTS 


The last century has seen a forest re- 


source of some six thousand billion board 
feet of timber cut to one-third that 
amount. The same century has seen our 
population mount eleven-fold, creating in- 
creasing demands for forest products. To- 
day we are cutting \vhat remains of our 
forests four and one-half times as fast as 
they are growing. We have swept through 
our timber with ruthless hand, taking out 
only the choice, leaving the slashings be- 
hind to fe'ed the Sres that consume ma- 
ture trees, check the development of Jiew 
growth for many years to come, and de- 
stroy the shelter of birds and game. "We 
have built-up for ourselves a liability of 
more than eighty million acres of land., 
fitted for no other economic duty than the 
production of trees, that are now lying 
fallow and unused. 


That, in brief, is the forest situation in 


the United States. It is also the expla- 
nation of the conservation movement 
which has resulte'd in the establishment of 
numerous community groups and at least 
two national organizations for the pur- 
pose of saving our vanishing resources. 
^"e did not think in terms of conservation 
until the need for it had been surpassed by 
the need for a much more difficult ac- 
tion—reproduction. 


Our few experiments have already dem- 


onstrated that this reproduction cannot 
become effective if it is confined entirely 
to large areas. -More than-150.000.000 
acres of land are now comprised in Xa- 


, tional Forests. e'3Iost of this land is in 


the west or in Alaska comprising a fine 
and valuable resource. It is a national 
property in timber that will aid greatly 
when the worst of the pinch comes, but it 
will fall short of taking up the slack. 


In about one-third of our states we 


have had action resulting in the creation 
of state forests. They represent a similar- 
ly valuable resource, enjoying the added 
advantage of being nearer sources of in- 
sistent demand. Yet these forests total 
only'a few million acres. They are great- 
ly to the credit of the states that have had 
the vision to set them aside, but in the 
pinch they -will only help—not solve the 
problem. 


It is in the creation of numberless small 


forests that we must seek the complete so- 
lution. 
Municipally owned tracts, rang- 


ing from a dozen acres to a few hundred 
acres in extent, managed so as to produce 
a crop of timber annually once the trees 
first planted have come to maturity, pro- 
tected from fire and from the ravages of 
insects, have answered the problem for 
Europe, and will do so for America. The 
Massachusetts experiment has proved this. 


The land for these little forests can be 


procured without burden on the public. 
In almost any township, and in some 
cities, acres of land are lying idle, pro- 
ducing little or nothing for the owners 
and only a few cents in taxes. 
Much of 


that land is too rough or too poor for 
agriculture and is good for nothing but 
the reproduction of trees. It is such land 
that must be enlisted in the movement. 
Idle acres in a town have the same effect 
as idle men. the only difference being that 
it is not so readily detected. 


The organization of town forests should 


be sponsored not only by wood-using in- 
dustries, but by all members of sports- 
men's clubs. A game club interested only 
in killing is more of a detriment to a com- 
munity than a benefit.

League of .Wisconsin has taken a step in

trifle coy toward a little sugar-In his blood. Just 
a dash of sugar like that somehow suggests nice 
pure, sweet blood. 


Wo betide the fellow whose blood sugar falls 


much below this normal figure, for such a fam- 
ine is certain to bring on collapse, extreme weak- 
ness or prostration, and even loss of consciousness. 
This blood sugar, glucose, is the form into which 
all kinds of fuel food are converted' for ready utili- 
zation by the body for supplying the constant de- 
mand for power or energy, be it muscular or or- 
ganic work that is to be done. So when the supply 
runs low the engine runs down. 


Here physiology acKnowledges the health value 


and importance of some of our national institu- 
tions, such as candy, ice cream and the soft drinks 
which are so popular everywhere. These are all 
ready sources of blood sugar, fuel, energy, body 
warmth, stamina and. yes, courage or pluck. 


Last year blood tests of marathon runners at 


Boston showed that the runners whose blood sugar 
levels remained near normal made the best show- 
ing and finished the race in tne best condition, 
while runners who fell out in collapse or coma pre- 
sented striking x-eduction in the blood sugar level- 
The physicians who made the observations were 
inclined to think that such runners, or indeed any- 
body engaged in prolonged endurance tests, would 
stand the gaff better by carrying some form of 
sugar and eating it along the way. 


This year this deduction was put to the test 


with the Amercian marathon runners at Boston, 
ty giving selected runners a large amount of car- 
bohydrate food the day before the race- (carbohy- 
drate is any form of starch or sugar) so as to in- 
crease their storage of blood sugar or glycogen, 
and each runner was supplied with candies (each 
piece of candy contained less than a teaspoonful 
of glucose), which he was instructed to begin eat- 
ing as soon as he experienced exhaustion. Besides, 
at stations 14 to 18 miles^along the course runners 
who" gave up from exhaustion about that distance 
wore given tea containing a large amount' of cane, 
sugar. All of these runners finished in. better con- 
dition and nearly all made better time in the race 
than they had the previous year, and most of them 
attributed their better running to the candies.

SAILORS GET JUSTICE 


IN ENGLISH LAW COURTS 


London—(XP)—It 
Js not 
generally 


known that sailors of every nation- 
ality bring their grievances to a court 
in the block of buildings known as 
the Law Courts in the Strand. This 
is the "Admiralty Court." over which 
presides a president and two Trinity 
Brethren, and it deals with cases of 
collisions between vessels in any pail 
of the world or of any nationality: 
the assessing of damages for such col- 
Unions, arbitration in connection with 
towage of a valuable cargo, and even 
disputes between the captains of two 
foreign vessels. 


When a ship of any nationality is 


disabled at sea -and another come? 
along to help. fthe captain of the dis 
abled vessel may ask what the other 
will charge to tow him to the nearest 
port. The reply often is. "leave it to 
the Admiralty.'!* meaning the court 
situated In the Strand, Ix>ndon.

This sum gradually increased 
in the subsequent receipts until 1023 
the last one he had • on file, when 
Besly and company paid out $7.387. 


"Is such a great increase in lax 


levies justified?" he asked, and added 
"Where does all this money go. to?" 


In addition to this big increase in 


taxes, Mr. Welles said his company 
had been notified on the first of the 
year by the Wisconsin Tax commis- 
sion thajt it owed the state approxi- 
mately $6.000 in back taxes, because 
of mistakes in assessments during the 
past ten years. To this $6.000 was 
added about $3.000 m Interest, mak- 
ing a total off$9.000 which the state 
claims Besley and company 
owed. 


This sum was paid under protest and 
at the time Mr. Welles appeared be- 
fore the Beloit city council and de- 
clared that his company was perfect- 
ly willing and wanted to pay its just 
taxes, but that it did not consider the 
tax commission's action fair, especial- 
ly in view of the fact that compound 
interest was charged. 
"The state 


made the mistake, but they want us 
to pay for it and then they have the 
nerve to charge us compound interest 
on the back taxes claimed," he told 
the Beloit councilmen.

After Mr. Welles had appeared be- 


fore the council, that body voted, al- 
most unanimously, to return the tax 
nioney to the foundry company. But 
when the law was looked rfp it was 
found that the council could not re- 
turn the money until given permis- 
sion to do so by tho tax comission'at 
Madison. 


According to' Mr. Welles, himself, 


counsel and members of the Beloit 
city council appeared before the tax 
commission at Madison, but got no 
satisfaction. 
"Their hearing on this 


matter was'a farce," he "asserted. "It 
was all cut and dried before we got 
there, that .we would get no results." 


According to MV. Welles his com- 


pany 'is going through ,the formality* 
of presenting the case to the Wiscon- 
sin supreme court and then it plans 
to take it to the United States su- 
preme court.
